Whou the Govoiumcut procipitated 
the eloctions ou the coiuitry tbey nv- 
raugod to iiave the initial coiiteatf, 
held in districts which wove suppoaed 
to contain the largest number of men 
who had received substantial bonefita 
at their hands. It would not do to 
follow the wholesome practice of Ca- 
nada, the United States, and Great 
Britain, to have the polls held as near 
as possible in all the districts on the 
same day. That would not suit the 
Government programme at all. Easy 
victories in Victoria City and Esqui- 
inalt diataict were relied on. Therefore 
it was important, to influence elections 
in other districts, that the contest 
should take place in those districts 
first. JHovr, under the old law, the 
system of dual voting prevailed, so 
that' it was necessary, to enable elect- 
:oxsJiaving qualifications in more dis- 
tricts than one to vote in all, that the 
elections should be held on different 
days. Under the present system, which 
allows only one vote to an elector, 
the manner in which the elections are 
being held is infiicting serious loss on 
the electors in all the districts. 
"What greater absurdity, for in- 
stance could be perpetrated than that 
the Victoria City election should be 
held on the 11th inst., and that of the 
adjoining District on the 18th ; or the 
election in New Westminster District 
on the 29th September, and that of 
New Westminster City on the 7th of 
October! Woil, the contests in the 
two pet districts — the districts that 
were expected to manufacture public 
opinion for all the other districts — are 
over, and how stands the poll V Why, 
the Government have lost on every 
side, Victoria, which was represent- 
ed in the old House by 2 Government 
and 2 Independent members, sends to 
the new House 1 Government, 2 Inde- 
pendent and 1 Opposition member. 
■ E8quimalt,which had in the old House 
1 Government and 1 Independent, 
sends to the new House^l Opposition 
and 1 Independent member. Here, 
then, we have a net loss to the Gov- 
ernment of 2 and a corresponding 
gain to the Opposition of 2 members, 
out of six members returned. In Vic- 
toria District the canvass is being 
pushed Yigorously by the Refomers, 
and there is little doubt that by Satur- 
day night we shall have another glor- 
ious victory to record. In the mean- 
while let every true friend of the Good 
Cause work! worx! work!

the ,resources of the country, its iron, 
coal, lumber, Ac, and to tho necessity 
for tho dry dock, to encoiii-ago and assist 
in tho doveloimient of tbo commerco 
wbiah would soon introdaoe capital into 
tbe country and make it blossom like the 
rose. He was agoinst borrowing money

Ho was an indoiKUidout candidate, 
and wdiile favoring all good moasuros 
would ojqioso bad ones, no matter by 
whom introduced. Ho was in favor of 
pushing forward railway work as riqiidly 
as possible; the whole country sutlers 
from tho delay and ho thought tho elect- 
ors ought to be careful to roturu men 
who would siqiport the carrying out of 
Lord Cari'.arvou's compromiso and not 
those who would put in amendments to 
defeat tho spirit of it.
